Fighting Reported Before Carter Visit

[FBIS Translated Text) Brussels — The Burundian 
Army put down an attack by Hutu militias last week on 
the hills of Gasarara, near to the capital of Bujumbura. 
Eyewitnesses spoke of 200 dead among the Hutu 
population. This was learned by DE STANDAARD. 
The event immediately puts a damper on the current 
peace initiative of former U.S. President Jimmy Carter. 


Last Tuesday [14 November] workers in Muyira had 
already noticed soldiers combing the area, looking for, 
they generally claimed, militia members belonging to 
the FDD [Forces for the Defense of Democracy] of 
former Interior Minister Leonard Nyangoma. Shortly 
afterwards the same happened in Gasenyi. The local 
population panicked and fled t’ Gasarara, where dozens 
sought refuge in a church. 


The Army pursued them and is reported to have killed 
some 200 people. "During all of Wednesday survivors 
buried the bodies of those they could find. Soldiers 
forced them to throw them in mass graves,” according 
to an eyewitness. 


Diplomats in Bujumbura confirmed on Friday that 
Burundian soldiers had stormed Gasarara after they 
had pursued Hutu rebels for three days, but made no 
comment on the number of dead for the time being. 
Western aid workers did evacuate seven wounded. UN 
observers spoke of at least 1,000 refugees who sought 
refuge in Bujumbura. 


Carter 


Observers have long ceased calling it a coincidence that 
violence breaks out when a peace initiative is be'ng 
launched for Burundi. This took place earlier this year 
during visits by UN Secretary General Butrus Butrus- 
Ghali and OAU Secretary Salim Ahmed Salim. 


Former U.S. President Carter is to arrive in Bujumbura 
today. Since Wednesday he has travelled round the 
region and was in Kigali on Sunday. On 27 November 
he is to hold a conference in Cairo on the refugee 
prob! » in the Great Lakes area. In addition to the 
prim  inisters of Rwanda and Burundi, the heads 
of staic of Zaire, Tanzaiia, and Uganda have been 
invited. South African Archbishop Desmond Tutu and 
former Tanzanian President Julius Nyerere will act as 
mediators. 
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It is very open to question wnether Carter will succeed. 
Tension between Rwanda and Zaire is increasingly 
daily. Both countries accuse the other of sabotage and 
terrorism. The Zairian authorities said recently that 
Rwanda was responsible for a failed attack on its Army 
Chief of Staff Eluki. 


Zaire, which still has close to one million Rwandan 
refugees on its territory, is reported to now have even 
closed its border with Rwanda in order to, according 
to a statement by Rwandan Foreign Minister Anastase 
Gasana, "stop the voluntary return of refucees."

{FBIS Translated Text] The Cairo Great Lakes Heads 
of State Summit will be held from 28 November to 2 
December. 


A statement which has just arrived from the office of 
the president of the Republic says the president of the 
Republic, H.E. Pasteur Bizimungu, and the former U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter, who organized the summit and 
who left Rwanda this morning, agreed on the following: 
The summit will only bring together representatives of 
Burundi, Rwanda, Tanzania, Uganda and Zaire, and the 
facilitators who are former Tanzanian president Julius 
Nyerere, former U.S. President Jimmy Carter, and South 
African Archbishop Desmond Tutu. There will be no 
other participants or observers. 


The summit will be organized in Cairo, Egypt, and the 
Carter Foundation will make sure that everything is 
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properly organized. The main subjects to be discussed at 
the Cairo conference will be maintaining justice, peace, 
cooperation and economic development in the region of 
the Great Lakes. It will be necessary to work in broad 
cooperation with the UNHCR and other international 
institutions so as to speed up the rapid return of refugees 
to their respective countries. All the concerned leaders 
will take necessary measures with a view to preventing 
and eliminating intimidation in camps which discourage 
the voluntary return of innocent refugees, stop military 
training and arms supply to militias or any other group 
of refugees who are in the camps. 


It will also be necessary to assist in guarding the border 
to ensure the territorial integrity of each nation by 
stopping incursions from one country to another, strictly 
respecting international conventions. 


All countries must effectively cooperate in arresting 
and bringing to justice the perpetrators of genocide as 
Stipulated by international law. In conclusion, it will be 
necessary to find solutions to the problem of properties 
in the countries of the region. 


That was a statement issued by the office of the 
president of the Republic, signed by Colonel Frank 
Mugambage, director in the office of the president of 
the Republic.

(FBIS Transcribed Excerpt] Charles Nzabagereza zaps 
off his remote controlled television set topped with 
Christmas cards and scribbles on a pad. The numbers 
aim to show there was never any genocide in Rwanda. 


"If six million can’t kill 600,000 then the Hutus are 
stupid,” he says. "If we had planned a genocide, we 
would have killed all the Tutsis.” 


A shareholder in RTLM [Radio-Television L’bre des 
Mille Collines] Radio, the Rwandan station that | ast year 
urged Hutus to do just that, Mr. Nzabagareza, 48, now 
lives in Kenya with thousands of other Hutus. He is 
no. 52 on a wanted list of 463 prepared by the new 
Rwandan Government. 


These are not the Rwandan refugees the world is used 
to seeing. They are professors, government officials and 
businessmen rich enough to fly their families out of 
the squalid camps in Zaire and rent houses and flats in 
Nairobi, often paying more than 200 dollars a month. 


For now, Kenya is a safe haven for these men and some 
women suspected of planning the slaughter of Tutsis and 
other political foes. [passage omitted] 


Kenya has been accused of being soft on supporters of 
the old regime in Rwanda. Two of Kigali’s new diplo- 
mats have been expelled from Nairobi and President 
Moi has criticized the Arusha tribunal. On Saturday [18 
November], however, the Kenyan president said the for- 
mer Rwandan president, Juvenal Habyarimana, was not 
his personal friend but that of an opposition leader, Ken- 
neth Matiba. He also said when he urged the tribunal to 
rationalize, he did so for the sake of justice. 


Mrs. Agathe Habyarimana, the widow of the assassi- 
nated president, is living in Nairobi. Human rights in- 
vestigators charge she helped plan the genocide. 

In Nairobi, street vendors and some hotels sell Kangura,

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"We are waiting for the international tribunal,” says the 
denim-clad Ngr7e, 38. "I know Kigali is waiting for me. 
I am not afraid. Tell me who I killed. snow me what |

Other Hutus are still arriving. Since the war, 4,641 have 
visited the UNHCR office in Nairobi seeking refugee 
Status. [passage omitted) Many of the most notorious 
keep a low profile, like suspect no. 27, Felicien Kabuga, 
the founder of RTLM Radio who was expelied from 
Switzerland last year and now lives in the Spanish villas 
on Lenana Road.

Mandela said he and Clinton had decided to divide 
their duties when they recently spoke in a telephone 
conversation on possible measures against Nigeria. "He 
is going to concentrate on the UN to ensure the UN 
takes a position on the question of Nigeria,” Mandela 
said. "I have to go back, in terms of our agreement, to 
Prime Minister Major." 


Mandela last week asked Major to apply oil sanctions 
against Nigeria to force the West African country 
towards democracy. 


Urges Shell Oil To Exert Pressure

SAPA — President Nelson Mandela on Monday [20 
November] urged Shell’s South African managers to 
persuade the company to put pressure on Nigeria's 
military rulers. 


The response from the multinational oil company 
following talks between Mandela and the menagers 
was “deeply disappointing", African National Congress 
spokesman Carl Niehaus said at a press conference in 
Johannesburg. 


There were no clear indications the company would put 
tangible pressure on the Nigerian regime, Niehaus said. 


"Shell should make use of its considerable economic 
power in Nigeria to put pressure on the dictators,” 
Niehaus said. "They should come out clear and unam- 
biguously against the Nigerian regime." 


But the company had not returned to the president 
with a positive response, although it said it would 
negotiate with the Nigerian government that executed 
nine political opponents earlier this month. 


Niehaus added that the ANC had not ruled out the 
. possibility of calling for a boycott of Shell products, but 
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action would depend on Shell’s response following the 
meeting between Mandela and Shell SA [South Africa] 
Chairman and Chief Executive J B Drake and Corporate 
Affairs General Manager Koosum Kaylam. 


Further meetings, also involving ANC Secretary- 
General Cyril Ramaphosa, would be held shortly. 
Ramaphosa, who returned from a week-long visit 
to Britain on Monday, said British Prime Minister 
John Major had assured him he would “use whatever 
possible means” to exert pressure on Nigeria’. 


"We believe that the scene has been set to co-ordinate 
further action against Nigeria,” he said. Such action, 
including a possible oil embargo, had to be done through 
international bodies like the Commonwealth and the 
United Nations, Ramaphosa said. 


He was “disgusted and terribly unhappy” at Shell's 
decision to push on with its UK2.5 billion liquefied 
natural gas project in Nigeria. 


"I believe this is something that should be put on ice 
until the regime in Nigeria shows signs of restoring 
democracy, of releasing political prisoners and of al- 
lowing free political activity.” 


He said pressure should be exerted on Shell to become 
more sensitive to the concerns of Nigerians as well as 
the international community. 


Major had not ruled out an oil embargo, but said Britain 
wanted to look at other options and wanted to act in 
consent with other countries, Ramaphosa said. 


Major told Ramaphosa Britain imported only one per- 
cent of oil produced in Nigeria. The United States 
bought 50 percent. 


Major had said Nigeria’s military rulers and their 
Civilian collaborators’ entry to and movement in the UK 
would be restricted and their assets frozen. 


The UK and other European countries had agreed 
to implementing an arms embargo against Nigeria, 
Ramaphosa said. In addition, European foreign min- 
isters had agreed to recommend implementing various 
sanctions that could include an oil embargo.

{[Ramaphosa] I think so, I think we did not expect 
the dictators in Nigeria to execute Ken Saro-Wiwa 
during the meeting of the Commonwealth heads of 
state. Nobody expected it — and may I say the number 
of heads of state had in the months preceding that 
in pursuing an approach which they thought would 
work. That included Nelson Mandela and they were all 
shocked and disgusted when the execution took place, 
and they have now come into real tough action mode, 
and I think a lot of pressure is going to be exerted 
on Nigeria, because none of us must every tolerate the 
abuse of human rights anywhere in the world. 


[Frost] And what's the next move? Nelson Mandela 
spoke to President Clinton this weekend, didn’t he, 
about oil sanctions and so on. What do you think should 
and can happen? 


{[Ramaphosa] I think an oil embargo against Nigeria — 
an oil ban would be very effective, if the United States 
would agree to an oil ban, Great Britain, the European 
countries — and one is rather pleased that the European 
Union foreign ministers are going to be considering it 
and recommending that as one of the key points of 
pressure. On our side as South Africa we are advocating 
for all out sanctions against Nigeria, and a few actions 
have already been taken, they were supposed to play 
soccer in our ¢ untry at our invitation, we withdrew the 
invitation, and there is a mood of outrage at the ground 
level within South Africa, and I think the momentum 
will start building up. If it leads to an oil ban I think 
we will turn the tide around. 


[Frost] And what about Shell, what do you feel should 
happen about Shell? They are caught in the middle of 
this. I don’t know whether contractually they can get out 
of that liquified natural gas project, but should they? 


[Ramaphosa] I think the least Shell could do is to 
actually put it on hold, and in fact they should cease their 
operations in Nigeria, and many people in Nigeria are 
calling out for that, and I think their response has really 
been disgusting, in terms of just refusing completely 
to look at the key issue, the question of human rights 
and Ken Saro-Wiwa really died because he was leading 
a campaign on environmental issues, which Shell as a 
multi-national company should be even more sensitive 
to. Now it has spilt over more strongly into 4 human 
rights issue and they must expect that the entire world 
will be focusing attention on Shell, and I think pressure 
should be put on Shell — and in South Africa we are 


even saying that we now are going to be considering 
what needs to be done against Shell itself in South 
Africa. 


[Frost] Now that the Commonwealth has focused on 
human rights in Nigeria, does that mean, do you think 
that it should look at human rights in other parts of 
the Commonwealth, someone was mentioning — Nigel 
Dempster [British ‘ournalist], was mentioning Daniel 
Arap Moi today of Kenya, Sierra Leone, or anywhere 
else. Do you think that that human rights focus should 
be put by the Commonwealth on other parts of the 
Commonwealth as well as Nigeria? 


[Ramaphosa] I think this whole incident in Nigeria 
has actually started a movement, and it’s a movement 
that should be embraced by democrats throughout the 
world. The question of human rights should never 
be compromised. We in South Africa from our past 
experience know what the violation of human rights can 
do to the life of people and to the life of a nation, and 
I think we should all be saying injustice, violation of 
human rights, and the lack of democracy in the country 
is something that should never be tolerated, and so as 
we mature, as the world as many countries, we should 
deepen our understanding, and deepen our disgust over 
the violation of human rights, so I think we should be 
moving in a direction where we should do something 
about countries that violate the human rights of their 
citizens. 


[Frost] Desmond Tutu following the tragic assassination 
of prime minister Rabin, was saying, not in terms of that 
sort of victence, but what will happen when Madiba 
goes, a reference of course to Nelson Mandela, what 
will happen when Nelson Mandela goes — he is such 
a towering influence isn’t he? 


{[Ramaphosa] Yes, the African National Congress 
elected Nelson Mandela as it’s president. He conse- 
quently became president of South Africa. The African 
National Congress will elect the person who should be 
president of the party, and the president of South Africa 
as well. We are very good at this, we have gained a lot 
of expernace. Over the years we have elected some of 
the best sons and daughters of South Africa into key 
positions of leadership and I think we will do the right 
thing when that time comes. 


[Frost] And it will be either you or Thabo Mbeki 
everybody says? 


[Ramaphosa] I don’t know what everybody is saying, I 
hear things, bu! the delegates of the conference know 
best, and I think they will take the right decision. 


[Frost] How was it — I asked the question to the great 
man himself — how was it that he managed to be not 
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bitter after 28 years of wrong incarceration, and he said 
I would like to be bitter, but there is no time to be bitter, 
there is work to do. How did Nelson Mandela have that 
incredible human spiritual triumph of coming out of jail 
after 28 years and not being bitter? 


[Ramaphosa] I think he focused his cyes, his attention, 
on the ultimate strategic objective we wanted to attain as 
the ANC, which is to eradicate apartheid and to build 
one South African nation — whether the respect for 
human dignity and where there will be non-racism.

Obviously, there is massive good will, everybody want's 
the new South Africa to work, and obviously the GDP 
is supposed to go up 4 per cent this year, I think and 
so on, which sounds pretty good and so on, crime is a 
real problem, the murder rate and so on. What's your 
balance sheet on credits and debits so far? 


{Ramaphosa] I think we’ve got more credits than debits, 
the government has succeeded in stabilising the country, 
economy is growing, we will be getting on top of the 
criminal situation in our country, reconciliation is one of 
the strongest foundation stones that we've put in place 
and we are building our country, and race relations are 
improving and things are going well for our country. 
We have just held our local government elections, the 
second miracle, we are writing a new constitution which 
will be a third miracle, we won the rugby yesterday its 
another miracle, we won the world cup, and I think 
many things are falling into place, we have enormous 
problems, we have enormous challenges, but I think that 
the people of our country with united voice intend — 
are willing to make that country work, and that is the 
general feeling that permeates throughout the country. | 
am very confident about the future of our country, and 
may I add that foreign investments are coming in, the 
business community in our country is confident about 
the future stability of our economy as well.

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Mandeia Calls For More Cooperation With 
Portugal

The support of other countries, including Portugal, was 
vital to rectify the legacy of apartheid, President Nelson 
Mandela said in Pretoria on Monday [20 November]. 


"We therefore welcome, and indeed we seek, increased 
co-operation,” he told a state banquet at the presidential 
guesthouse in honour of visiting Portuguese President 
Dr Mario Soares. This especial’y applied to trade and 
industry, education and technolc gy. Soares is on a week- 
long state visit to the country. "In seeking to address 
the legacies of apartheid, know that the support of other 
countries, including Portugal, will be critical,” Mandela 
said. 


Portuguese investment in South Africa also held advan- 
tages for that country. “For the investor it would mean 
good profits, reaping the benefits of the stability which 
democracy has brought.” The sizeable Portuguese com- 
munity in South Africa was a valuable asset in building 
economic and other links with Portugal, Mandela said. 


He expressed confidence that Soares’ visit would ad- 
vance certain efforts, such as reactivating the Cahora 
Bassa hydro-electric scheme in Mozambique. “This will 
further strengthen our efforts to promote national rec- 
onciliation in Angola and Mozambique,” Mandela said. 


Soares said the transformation to democracy in South 
Africa had raised new prospects for peace in southern 
Africa. The region finally had the conditions to enjoy 
economic development after having been plagued by 
conflict in the past several decades. “In Angola and 
Mozambique hope is finally possible,” Soares said. 
"Portugal as their brother country will continue to do 
its best to help consolidate peace in both countries.” 


Portugal was linked to Africa by historical and frater- 
nal bonds, and believed the continent should be an im- 
portant partner to Europe. “Accordingly, it is our wish 
to strengthen the bilateral and multilateral co-operation 
bonds that unite Curope to your country, at all levels,” 
Soares said. He called on Mandela to add his voice to 
those pressing Indonesia to end its illegal occupation 
of East Timor, a former Portuguese colony. Portugal's 
only interest in East Timor was to ensure its people were 
able to exercise their right to self-determination and in- 
dependence. "I believe that it is particularly easy for 
you ... to understand the full dimension of this tragedy,” 
Soares said. "I am also sure your voice will join those 
matiy voices that relentlessly put pressure on Indonesia 
to recognise the legitimate rights of East Timor.”

{Campaore] I would not speak of fear, it is rather 
Africa’s impression that it is not being given the 
attention which it deserves given the historic ties 
between the people of Africa and Europe.

([Moucheron] Does Europe not honor its historic respon- 
sibilities? 

{Campaore] Europe is certainly doing all it can do, 
because it is also having difficulties, as you know very 
well. When we look at what is happening in Europe, 
we are sometimes caught by fear because of such 
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phenomena as violence and unemployment, from which 
Europe seems to suffer more than Africa. So we can 
say that Europe is doing all it can do, but, for historical 
reasons, Africa needs to know that Europe is still willing 
to do a little bit more.

He was referring to the international condemnations 
and sanctions against Nigeria since the 10 November 
execution for murder of nine Ogoni minority leaders, 
including author Ken Saro-Wiwa. 


The Commonwealth has suspended Nigeria because of 
the hangings, while South Africa, the United States and 
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the 15 European Union member-countries have imposed 
arms embargo on Nigeria and recalled their envoys from 
Lagos. 


Other measures are also threatened despite the defense 
by the Gen. Sani Abacha’s government that the execu- 
tions for murder were legal under Nigerian law. 


Gowon told the official NEWS AGENCY OF NIGERIA 
(NAN) in the northern city of Kaduna "nobody gave us 
the chance and the opportunity to survive during and 
after the civil war and other national crises witnessed in 
the country, but we did." 


He said Nigerians "should think very little about self 
and love the country more," describing the sanctions 
as a little setback which could be overcome with 
determination. 


There have been pro-government demonstrations in 
several Nigerian state capitals against the international 
sanctions, which the protesters consider an interference 
in the country’s internal affairs. 


Gowon, who was deposed in a July 1975 military 
coup, by General Murtala Mohammed, who was himself 
assassinated in another coup attempt 200 days later, 
said Nigerians should "be patient, mature, civilised and 
constructive." 


He said “the most important thing is for us to make 
sure that as Nigerians we do not do anything to give 
the country a bad name or make it look small." 


Gowon, chairman of newly-established national oil and 
chemical company, was on a visit to the company’s 
installations in Kaduna.

Suleiman, a Nigerian opposition figure exiled in Lon- 
don, today accused the Nigerian military regime of 
wanting to “eliminate him." This was in a commu- 
nique sent to AFP in Lagos. The communique stated 
that last week, his wife was awakened around 3 AM 
by an anonymous caller who told her that her husband 
would soon find himself "in a coffin.” 


Mr. Suleiman, one of the exiled National Democratic 
Coalition [NADECO} leaders, stated that Nigerian na- 
tional television recently broadcast a statement, alleging 
that he had “acquired weapons with the aim of carry- 
ing out (opposition) attacks in Nigeria." He said the ac- 
cusations were "false" and were lodged deliberately to 
prepare the public for his “elimination.” He stressed that 
NADECO intends to wage a struggle through "peaceful" 
means and "dialogue" to restore democracy in Nigeria. 


He further stated: "The (regime's) desperate attempts to 
eliminate me are nothing new.” He was alluding to the 
bomb attack on his Lagos residence on 27 August 1994, 
for which he blamed the regime. Shortly after the attack, 
Retired Air Commodore Suleiman, a former minister 
and former Plateau State military governor, went into 
exile in London. 


In the summer of 1994, NADECO, with the support of 
Nigerian unions, led a huge protest movement to force 
the military regime out of power. This movement led 
the military regime to keep a tighter rein on opposition 
members. A large number of opposition members were 
imprisoned and others, like Dan Suleiman, chose to go 
in exile.

About 1,000 Nigerian soldiers are 
fighting alongside government forces against the armed 
rebellion led by the Revolutionary United Front [RUF] 
since 1991. The RUF is demanding the establishment 
of democratic institutions in the country. 
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
